lent to about $337,000,00 at the present 
rate 'of exchange . 


It is known now that the whole sub- 


ject of indemnity will be closed up 
before the end of the present month. 


If that is not done and evacuation 


is not under way on a large scale 
then the Chinese government must be 
assessed $1,000,000 each day after June 
1 next to compensate the p'owers for 
the jmaflnien'ance of .tht^r militarty 
forces in China. 


Under this whip the Chinese govern-' 


ment has been forced to yield.

It is not known that the powers 


have agreed on the form and extent 
of the guarantee, but now that the 
amount of the indemnity has been 
fixed not much difficulty is expected 
on this score.

To Introduce European Products Into 


the Philippines Can Be Blocked by 


I the President by Proclaiming a New 
^ Tariff Feuding High Court Decision 


Washington, May 29.—The latest dan- 


ger of a& txtra session of congress facia 
been avoided by th« adjournment ol 
the supreme court for Its summer re- 
cess. 
Members of the cabinet and 


others in the administration circle who 
expected the court to pass upon the Phil- 
ippine question yesterday have been 
considering the possibility of a call be- 
ing issued immediately on the presi- 
dent's return, since the decision that the 
Philippines are still in the same pitna 
tion as was Porto Kico between the rati- 
fication of the treaty of Paris and the 
enactment of the Foraker law would 
bare opened the door for an immensfl 
flood of speculative enterprises until 
congress could have got together and 
passed an act similar to that organizing 
a civil government for Porto Rico. 


There are some controversialists in 


Washington who still cling to the idea 
that the president may call congress to- 
gether iu order to put the Philippine' 
question finally and irrevocably out of 
the way, but the cooler heads incline to 
the belief tsSt matters will be allowed 
to take their course, at least until the 
court reconvenes in October. 
Even 


then, it is considered doubtful whethei 
an extra session will be deemed neces- 
sary, in view of that passage in the 
army appropriation act which provide* 
that "aE military, civil and judicial 
powers necessary to govern the Philip 
pine islands shall, until otherwise pro 
vided by congress, be vested in such 
person aud persons, and shall be ex 
erclsed in such manner, as the President 
of the United States shall direct." 


In the administration circle the opin 


log is general that these sweeping pow 
ers embrace the right to regulate the 
tariff duties on. imports. This would be 
a delegation of legislative powers, but 
by way of analogy the case is cited of 
the tariff act of 1890, which gave the 
president a wide discretion in the np 
plication of the reciprocity provisions 
of that act to the countries with which 
we were trying to cultivate relations. 


It is feared here, by the stronger pro- 


tectionists, that the interval between 
now and the reassembling of congress 
may be seized by speculators to intro- 
duce into the Philippines, at tha mod- 
erate rates of duty in force there, quan- 
tities of European products, against 
which we bavie built up a high tariff 
wall in this country, assuming that if 
the supreme court applies to the Phil- 
ippines the same logic as to Porto Rico 
they will be enabled to bring these goods 
from the Philippines into the United 
States free of duty. But it is answered 
that the president can block this game 
as soon as he sees a sign that it is to 
be played, by proclaiming a ne$v tariff 
for the Philippines equal to the rates 
In the Dingley act. 


In the meanwhile, having no decision 


of the court, at least till next October, to 
disturb 
him, he can order the ex 


Isting tariff relations retained between 
the Philippines and those of the territory. 
of the United States. 
The right of 


the president to exercise a free hand 
In these matters cannot be passed upon 
by the court even at its October term, 
for the army appropriations act wa« 
not approved until March 2, some 
months after the diamond rings case 
was argnied, and hence the question of 
delegated powers will not be before the 
court, and aiay utterance from the bench 
on the subject would be confined to 
obiter dictum. 


A good deal of discussion here touches 


npoo article four of the treaty of Paris. 
in which it Is provided that for 10 years 
Spanish ships and merchandise shall be 
admitted to the ports of the Philippines 
on the same terms as the ships and mer- 
chandise of the United States. 


Unquestionably, Spain will hereafter, 


until congress enacts a law for the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines, become a 
passageway fot 
much merchandise 


from other parts of Europe into the isl- 
ands, unless the president draws a tar- 
iff circle about them, protecting their 
ports from the United States in the same 
way as from all other nations, and every 
duty paid on goods brought in a Span- 
ish vessel to Manila will be paid undei 
protest, to await the supreme court's de- 
cision in the fall.

where JPappasoli drew a revolver and 
fired nt Spostito, the ball entering his 
left breast. 
The latter sotm fell to the 


sidewalk, exhausted from loss of blood. 
He was carried to 'the Massachusetts 
general hospital, where he is reported to 
be in a dying condition. 


After firing the shot Pappasoli ran 


through several alleys, and streets, re- 
volver in hand, into Charter street. 
Here, probably mistaking the bouse of 
Charles Lnne for one he had occasional- 
ly visited, he ran through the entry 
down stairs into the cellar, where he 
threw away his revolver, then up stairs 
again and into the sitting room, where 
he coolly seated himself In a chair be- 
side the astonished Mr. Lane.

movements had been followed, and he 
was quickly placed under arrest by an 
officer without any^resistance. Pap- 
pasoli is a laborer and has recently been 
engaged upon the water works in Hing- 
ham.

WRECKED POSTOFFICE 


Robbers Did a Thorough Job 


at Andover, Me 


USED POWERFUL EXPLOSIVE 


Escaped With Plunder to the 


Amount of SUOOO—Posse Had Lost 
Trail and Given Up the Hunt, but 
Bobbers Were Finally Captured 


Andover, Me., 
May CO.—Two men, 


who entered tbe postoffice here early 
yesterday morning, wrecked tbe safe 
and building, and carried away money 
and postage stamps to the amount of 
$1000, were arrested in the woods at 
Roxbury Notch yesterday afternoon, 
after they had been surrounded by a 
posse of citizens, headed by two dep- 
uty sheriffs, and the plunder recovered. 


When the robbers found themselves 


surroundetVin the woods they refused to 
surrender, and several shots were fired 
before they gave themselves up. Final- 
ly, howeT&t, they saw it would be use- 
less to resist, aud consented to go quietly 
to the lockup at Itumford, after turning 
over to an officer a grip containing the 
stolen money and stamps. 


The burglars gained entrance to the 


postoffice by forcing a widow wfjih tools 
stolen from a blacksmith shop. 


In blowing the safe either nitrogly- 


cerine or dynamite was used, and the job 
was done in a Very thorough manner. 
The safe was literally blown to pieces 
and the interior of the postofflce build- 
ing was almost completely wrecked. 
Everything of ralue that the safe con- 
tained was taken, but the letters in the 
office were not disturbed. 


Although the robbers nisdr good their 


escape before anybody arrived on the 
scene, there was little doubt that they 
were two in number, as indicated by 
tracks which were found leading in the 
direction of Roxbury Notch. 


The building in which the postofflce is 


located is a small one-story structure, 
situated within 12 feet of the residence 
of 'Postmaster Thomas. In connection 
with the postoffice, Mr. Thomas con- 
ducted a fruit and confectionery busi- 
ness, 


Although the sound of the explosion 


was heard by residents of other sec- 
tions of the town, Mr. Thomas and his- 
family were not awakened, and knew 
nothing of the occurrence until aroused 
by the excited voices, of their neigh- 
bors. A hasty examination of the post- 
offlce was then made, and a posse num- 
bering 50 men was immediately organ- 
ized aud started in pursuit of the rob- 
bers, whose tracks, leading in the dl- 
rection of Rumford, could be easily fol- 
lowed. 


The robbers kept to the road, and the 


citizens had no trouble in following the 
trail until Roxbury Notch was reached, 
but at this point the tracks led into the 
woods and there the trail was lost. 


After scouring about the country for 


several houss the posse broke up, and 
all, with the exception of Frank P. 
Thomas and Fernando M. Thomas, re- 
turned to their homes. These men con- 
tinued the search alone, and about noon 
were successful in locating the men for 
whom they were looking 
As they were 


unarmed and the fugitives appeared to 
be rather dangerous individuals, they 
decided to go for assistance, and the 
officers at Rumford Falls were notified. 
Deputy Sheriffs Elliott and Porter and 
a posse of citizens at once started for the 
scene, and the capture of the men fol- 
lowed

Husband Fired Hat One Shot to Ac- 


compllsh His Purpose—Then Turned 
Weapon Upon Himself and Ended 
III* Own Idfo—Had liivecl Apart 


Lincoln, 11. I.. May 29.-Ia a fit of 


jealousy, heightened 
by the use of 


whisky, William Martiueau, aged about 
35, shot and instantly killed his wife, 
22 years old, and, after attempting to 
kill Albert Fairbanks, who sought to 
rescue the woman, turned the weapon 
on himself, and completed the double 
tragedy. 


The unpleasant relations of their mar- 


ried life, which led to a socond separa- 
tion on last Tuesday, and the personal 
beauty of his youthful wife, seems to 
have aroused the jealousy of Mai^meau, 
aud he wont, armed with a 44-calibre 
revolver, to the residence of Mrs. Henry 
Harper, where Mrs. Martineau had 
sought refuge, with the intention of hav- 
ing revenge. 


He entered the house and flourished 


the revolver before Mrs. Harper and her 
child, who were dining, and a few min- 
utes after they had sought safety in 
flight, a cry for help was heard from 
the dining room, and, with one bliot, Mrs. 
Martineau Jay dead at his feet. 


Albert Fairbanks, who heard the cries 


of the young woman, hurried to her as- 
sistarice, but lie had no sooner reached 
the door of the house than he was greet- 
ed with bullets, one of wliich entered 
his arm. 
He then turned, but before 


he had gone a step another shot had 
closed the career of the murderer, whose 
body fell only a few feet from that ot 
his w*fe, 


Martineau 
had been married two 


years. 
His wife's former name was 


Victoria De Gonyovm, and her parents 
live in Bethel, Vt She was considered 
beautiful, ar.d for this reason Martineau 
soon became jealous of her, which led 
to a separation, about a year ago. 
Af- 


ter a stay of a month with her parents, 
she decided to return to him, and, not 
until last Tuesday, until he proposed 
that they separate, did she finally decide 
to close permanently their married re- 
lations. 
She went to the residence of 


Mrs. Henry Harper, and when the shoot- 
ing occurred she was preparing to re- 
turn home. 


Martineau was employed at Provi- 


dence as a machinist, but for the post 
two or three days he had been idle and 
drank considerably. 


Tbe woman was shot in the right side 


of the head, and the bullet came out 
on the left side. The bullet which end- 
ed Marliaeau's life entered bis left eai 
and crashed through his head. 


Medical Examiner Marshall i icwed 


the remains, which were removed 10 
Pawtucket. where they await claimants. 


Mrs. Martineau was one of six chil- 


dren. 
Before she married Mortineau 


she had known him only 10 days. 


The scene of the shooting was on 


the Lounsquisset turnpike, neax the 
junction of MitcheU road, several miles 
from the town.

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WATER 'AND FRESH. 


By Barbara Sadler. 


The riial fish season is with us again. 


We of course get 'fish in vmter, both 
from salt and fresh witter', but in al- 
most all cases the firmness of flesh and 
delicacy of flavor is partially, at least, 
gone. This is due largely '« the fact 
•that the fish has boen frozen. 
A fish 


may be iced, if it is properly done, and 
not much injured, but when thoroughly 
frozen all lisa is of less value as food. 


Of course it is needless for me to say 


that the quicker a fish is cooked after 
be has come from the water, the better, 
fcut I may suggest that when once out 
of the water and dead he should be 
kept out ill most cases. 
Wipe rather 


than wash a fish whenever it is possi- 
ble. The washing may destroy the fla- 
vor, wiping: never does. 


But if you are to cook fish with 


thick, oily skin, like lake trout, for in- 
stance, it is most desirable to get rid of 
eil the oiiy taste and to do this scald 
the outside, of the fish before it is 
dressed. Pour boiling water on the fish 
as you bold it up by the head. Scrape 
down with a steel knife and you will 
get rid of much that is undesirable. 


One thing more before calling your 


attention to several recipes: Don't have 
your pan fisha^ut too thick. All fish 
must be well done and if too thick it 
will not cook through without spoiling 
the outside. 


Fresh Cod—Boiled. 


The thickness of this fish being very 


unequal, the head and shoulders greatly 
preponderating, 
it 
is seldom boiled 


whole, because in a large fish the tail, 
from its thinness in comparison to the 
upper part of the fish, would be very 
much overdone. Tie up the head and 
shoulders well, place in the kettle with 
enough^ cold water to completely corer 
It; cast in a handful of salt. The fish. 
If a small one, will be cooked in twenty 
minutes after it has boiled; if large, it 
.will take ialf an hour. 


Serve with plain boiled potatoes and 


'drawn butter, parsley, or egg sauce. 
Garnish with sprigs of parsley; lay a 
folded napkin on the dish under the 
fish. 


Baked Coif. 


Cut a large fine piece out of the mid- 


8le of the fiah; skin it carefully; stuff it 
,with a stuffing composed of the yolks 
of two eggs .boiled hard, the roe half- 
boiled, bread crumbs, grated lemon peel, 
butter, pepper and salt,'to taste. Bind 
it with the undressed white of an egg, 
«ew in the stuffing with white thread. 
Bake it in a Dutch, ovea before the fire, 
turn it frequently, and baste it with 
butter; serve- with shrimp sauce, plain 
butter or oyster sauce. 
A tin baking 


dish is preferable to any other for cook- 
ing this dish. 


Crimped Co5. 


Cut the cod, which should be quite 


fresji, in Handsome slices, and lay it for 
about three hours in spring 
water 


salted; a little vinegar must be added, 
say one wineglass full; make a fish 
kettle more than, three parts full of 
•pring water, in which a large handful 
of salt has been thrown, let it boil 
quickly, put in the cod, keep it boiling 
fer- ten minatefe, -it' will'then be' "dona 
enough; take up the slices of fish with 
care, and lay them upon a fish plate; 
garnish with sprigs of parsley, sliced 
lemon, horseradish scraped into curls; 
serve with shrimp and oyster sauce. 


Broiled Shad. 


Split, wash, and dry in a cloth. Sea- 


Bon with, salt and pepper. Grease the 
gridiron; lay the fish, the outside up- 
permost, over the coals, and broil a 
quarter of an hour or more. Butter it 
well; season with pepper and salt; send 
to table hot. 


Fried Eels. 


Skin, dress, and cut into pieces, 


cleaned nicely, and well dried; let them 
be coated with yolk of egg, powdered 
with bread crumbs; fry them brown; 
eerve with parsley and butter. Garnisli 
with handsome sprigs of parsley. 


FRESH MACKEREL-BOILED. 


' Cleanse the fish thoroughly, inside and 
out; remove the roe, if any, carefully; 
Bteep it in vinegar and water, and re- 
place it; plac* the fish in water from 
which the chill has been taken, and 
boil very slowly from 16 to 20 minutes; 
the best criterion is to be found in the 
starting of the eyes and splitting of the 
tail; when that takes place, the fish is 
done; take it out of the water in- 
stantly, or you will not preserve it 
vrhole. Garnish with fennel or parsley, 
and either, chopped fine in melted but- 
ter, served 'up as sauce. Gooseberry 
sauce is occasionally sent to the table, 
but it does not suit every palate. 


PORK CUTLETS. 


Cut them from a small, delicate loin 


of pork, bone, and trim them neatly, 
fry them a Htfht brown, put into a small 
Btewpan a little Yinegar, an 
onion 


chopped very fin*, two tablespoonfuls 
of tomato sauce, and sufficient brown 
gravy to make it tasty; stew the cut- 
lets in the sance five minutes, and send 
them to the table dished handsomely; 
If the cutlets arc broiled, they may be 
'dipped in'yolk of egg and bread crumbs, 
end broiled over a clear fire, and served 
with tomato sauce. 


ESCALLOPBD ONIONS. 


Boil six or eight large onions until 


tender, changing the water once or 
twice according to strength. Separate 
them with a spoon and place alternate- 
ly a layer of onions and a layer of 
bread crumbs in a pudding dish, season 
each with salt, pepper and melted but- 
ter and pour over all milk enough to 
nearly cover them. 
Bake to a nice 


brown. 


MIXED SALAO, 


Slice very finely two or three boiled 


potatoes, one large sour apple, cooked 
beets, a encumber and a small picklpd 
gherkin. To this add cooked corn and a 
•llqed onion. Mix thoroughly with a 
good dressing to which, a few drops of 
anchovy sauce have been added aad 
place on crigg. letjuce leaves. Garnish 
with slices of* olive and hard boiled 
eggs. 


CHICAGO MUFFINS. 


Mix ^together one and one-half pints 


of flourMiaif a pint of corn meal, two 
teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one 


tablespoonful of sugar aud one tea- 
spoonful of salt. AVork in one table- 
spoonful of butter, heat aad add three 
eggs and one pint of milk, and quickly 
beat the whole into a thick batter. Have 
the griddle hot and well greased to re- 
ceive the umflin rings and cook to a 
nice brown. The rings should only be 
filled to half their capacity as when the 
batter rises the ring is full and the 
muffin ready to be turned out.

CEEAMED 
CORNED BEEF AU 
GEATIN. 


Scald one pint of milk with one cup- 


ful of celery cut into bits and a slice of 
onion. Crenm together one-fourth cup- 
ful each of butter and flour and stir it 
into the hot milk after removing the 
onion and celery. Continue stirring for 
fifteen minutes and then add one pint 
of cold corned beef, cut into cubes, and 
pour the mixture into a buttered bak- 
ing dish. Cover with half a cupfi" of 
cracker 
crumbs moistened with 
o 


tablespoonfuls of melted butter and 
bake until the crumbs are browa.-

VEVY SOUP. 


Slice a pound of calf's liver, dredge 


with flour and fry brown in butter with 
an onion thinly sliced. Then pound it 
in a mortar, season with pepper, salt 
and a dash of nutmeg and stir it into 
three pints of stock and boil for ten 
minutes with a roll cut in slices, crust 
and all. Strain and again make hot 
and season and ' color to taste. Beat 
two eggs, pour them into the tureen, 
put in the hot soup and serva with 
pieces of lemon. 


LEMON SAUCE, FOR PUDDINGS. 


Boil a fresh lemon skin in plenty of 


water, until a straw will penetrate it; 
then cut it into slices, and each slice in 
quarters; put to them and the juice a 
teacupful of sugar, and the same of 
butter, with . a large teaspoonful of 
wheat flour, worked into it; put all to- 
gether into a sfewpan, and stir in 
gradually half a pint of boiling water; 
keep it over the fire for 10 minutes, 
stirring it all the time; then serve, with 
half a nutmeg grated over. 


HAPDOCK TOAST. 


Take the flesh from a cooked smoked 


haddock and pound it until smooth. 
Leave it over night and the nest day 
put it in a pan with a little cayenne, a 
few drops of lemon juice, a little an- 
chovy sauce and melted butter 
or 


white sauco, if you have it. Stir this 
until very hot and have ready some 
squares of fried bread on which pile 
the fish and serve with chopped pars- 
ley scattered over it. 


TROUT IN JELLY. 
• 


This is a dainty supper dish in which 


other fish may be used in place of 
trout. Make a ring of the fish by se- 
curing the tail in the mouth. Prepare 
a seasoned water in which to boil the 
fish-water flavored with vinegar and 
salt, clove or garlic. It must be cold 
when the fish is placed in it and be 
gently boiled to avoid breaking or mash- 
irg the fish. "When done lift out and 
drain. 
Baste with fish jelly, coating 


aftc-r coatjni; as each hardens, arrange 
neatly and serve.

Butter sir. dariole moulds and select 


six pieces of ^cooked salmon, one for 
each mould. Beat together two whole 
eggs and the yolks of two others, sea- 
son with one-quarter teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of pepper, a little chopped pars- 
ley and a few drops of onion juice.

HONIGKUOHEN. 


Bring one pound of strained honey and 


A quarter of a pound of butter to a boil 
then cool for ten minutes. 
Add one 


pound of flour, a quarter of a pound of 
ground almond, a third of a teagpoonful 
of ground cloves, the grated peel of .1 
lemon and a scant teaspeonful of soda 
dissolved in hot water.

aside over night and the next morning 
roll out one-half inch thick, cot in smell 
squares and bake in a moderate oven. 
These are delicious for breakfast or 
supper. 


CREAMED SWEETBREADS. 


Parboil the sweetbreads for about 


fifteen minutes, placs them in cold 
water for a few minutes, drain well 
and remove all skin and fine membrane. 
Cut them into dice, and to every pair 
of sweetbreads add five large mush- 
rooms chopped fine. Put a tablespoon- 
ful of butter in a pan and when quite 
hot, but not brown, stir in a scant 
tablespconful of sifted flour, and when 
smooth, a balf pint of boiling milk or 
cream. 
Lastly add the 
sweetbreads 


and mushrooms with salt and white 
pepper to taste aud let all come to the 
boiling point. 


RHUBARB PIE. 


Steam the rhubarb, drain the water 


from it and beat the pulp until very 
fine. To one pint of this add one cup- 
ful of sugar, one dessertspoonful of 
flour, two beaten eggs and a saltspoon- 
fal of ginger. Bake in one crust and 
cover with the white of an egg beatea 
stiff with one tablpspoonful of sugar. 
Place in the oven until the meringu* is 
delicately browned.

What is coming? The United States 


supreme court 
adjourned 
yesterday 


till October without handing down de- 
cisions in Philippine cases, cases sim- 
ilar to those affecting Porto Rico which 
the court has passed upon. If the court 
in its deliberations considered the Phil- 
ippines "'and Porto Rico to be identical 
in status there would have been 
no 


reason for reserving opinions 
on the 


Philippines until a later day. It 
is 


quite probable the court will not look 
upon the Philippines and Porto Rico as 
parallel and this paragraph from the 
DeLima decision handed down yester- 
day supports this view: 


"Prom this resume of the decisions 


of this court, the instructions of the 
executive departments, and the above 
act of congress, is evident, 
from the 


date of Mr. Gallatin's letter to the ores 
ent time, there is not a shred of au- 
thority, except the dictum in Fleming 
vs. Page, .for holding that a district 
ceded to and in the possession of the 
United States remains for any Durnose 
a foreign, country. Both these condit- 
ions must exist to croducc a chantre 
of nationality for revenue 
purposes. 


Possession is not alone sufficient, as 
was held in Fleming vs. Page, nor is a 
treaty ceding such territory 
sufficient 


without a surrender of oogsession. The 
practice of the executive 
department 


thus continued for more 
than half a 


cpntury is entitled to groat weight and 
should not be disregarded nor over- 
turnedj except for cogent reasons, and 
unless It be clear that such construc- 
tion be erroneous." 


The court in uttering these 
words 


was- arguing that Porto TUoo, 
before 


the Porto Rican or Foraker act, was 
not foreign territory within the mean- 
ing of the tariff laws, that it 
had 


ceased to be under foreign sovereignty 
and that tariff laws enacted regulating 
commerce between this country and 
foreign countries and territory under 
foreign sovereignty were not affective 
relative to Porto Rico. The noint in 
this paragraph that we direct partic- 
ular attention to is that territory to 
oe "domestic" in a degree to change its 
nationality for revenue purposes must 
have been, not only ceded to tha United 
States but actually in possession of the 
United States.

Henry L. Tuttle Found by 


Firemen in Cellar of the 


Burning House 


HIS CONDITION IS CRITICAL 


Taken to Hospital and Still Uncon- 


scious. Well Known as a Local 


Weather Prophet. Fire it. 


self Did Little Damage. 


Cause Uuknown

Among the guests in Williams-town 


during "The thirtieth" is Mrs. Durbin' 
wife of Governor Durbin of Indiana. 
Mrs. Durbin is in company with Mrs. 
George C. Forrey of Anderson, Ind., 
who has a son in the sophomore class 
of Williams college. 


L. Tuttle, 81 years old, 
was 


suffocated this morning in his house 
on Frederick street, which took fire at 
about 9 o'clock. An alarm was sounfl- 
ed from box 61 and the 
department 


was soon OB hand. When the firemen 
arrived it was seen that the fire was in 
the cellar and the house was so full of 
smoke that no one could enter. Water 
was turned on, but the fire being in the 
cellar it took some time to 
subdue It. 


As soon as possible the firemen went 
in and began a search far Mr. Tuttle 
as they had been told that he was in 
the house. Every room was entered, 
but he was not found, and some of the 
men then went into the cellar, which 
was still so full of smoke that nothing 
could be teen, but In walking 
about 


one of the firemen stumbled against 
him and he was immediately removed 
to the house of a neighbor in an un- 
conscious condition. Physicians were 
sent for and Drs O. J. Brown, Curran 
and Russell were soon at the 
house. 


They did what they could for the suf- 
ferer and the ambulance 
was 
then 


called and he was taken to the hos- 
pital ,not having recovered conscious- 
ness. 


The cause of the fire could not 
be 


learned, but it is supposed Mr. Tuttle 
went to the cellar with a lamp, which 
he dropped or overturned. There were 
kindling wood and other things in the 
cellar on which the fire was fed, but 
the firemen got there in time to con- 
fine the fire to the cellar, and the dam- 
age by fire and water will not exceed 
?200 or $300. The loss is covered by 
insurance. 


Mr. Tuttle has lived in this city for 


many years and has been known local- 
ly as a. weather prophet for a 
long 


time. There are many people in the 
city who felt that his predictions were 
quite reliable, and the consequence was 
that in spring and fall he was 
much 


consulted with regard to the weather 
probabilities for the coming 
season. 


His condition when he was taken to 
the hospital was, critical 
and 
the 


chances for recovery seemed 
small. 


His -wife died about a year a?o.

According to reports from Munich, 


the condition of the Insane King Otto, 
who some days ago celebrated his fifty- 
third birthday, has again become some- 
what critical, the renal disease from 
•which he suffers making all the more 
rapid progress as the unhappy mon- 
arch, who is exceedingly strong, will 
not let himself be examined or treated, 
writes the London correspondent of the 
New York SUB. As lie cannot be in- 
duced to take the necessary diet and 
baths which would increase the activ- 
ity of the heart efforts are made to in- 
troduce secretly into Ms food medica- 
ments to prevent chronic inflammation 
of the arteries and dropsy. Sometimes, 
in order to rouse him, he Is allowed to 
see persons whom he once knew and 
whose features he remembers from his 
boyhood. These he at once recognizes, 
calling them by their names. lie dines, 
smokes and plays with tljem for some 
time and then suddenly breaks off, be- 
comes apathetic, pulls at his beard and 
then commences to undress himself 
just where he is. 


The king rises very 
Irregularly. 


Sometimes, according to bis mood, ho 
tosses himself about in bed till late in 
the day, rolls himself up in the bed- 
clothes and then throws them off with 
his feet or hands. 
There are days 


when he cannot be Induced to leave his 
bed or his room, and as exercise is 
necessary for this strong and lately 
very stout man everything possible is 
done to get him out into the park or at 
least on to the terrace. 


There are also days when the king 


is tortured with fear and cannot be 
prevailed upon to eat anything. At 
these times when his breakfast is 
brought in he peeps slyly at the lack- 
eys, who wait on him with as much 
ceremony as if he were sane. At other 
times, when he is hungry and wants to 
eat, he does net wait till they have left 
the rooxa, but pounces on everything 
on the table ravenously. But general- 
ly he waits till the lackeys have gone 
and then eats everything up. When 
the servants reappear and find the 
empty dishes,1 the king laughs heartily. 
Owing to bis complete want of exer- 
cise he suffers from sleeplessness. At 
night he sits for hours in his room, 
sometimes talking aloud to himself, 
sometimes singing, in a beautiful voice, 
and only toward morning falls asleep.

as if he were IE good health. However 
curious it may sound, it seems as if 
the king himself takes care that he 
should receive royal attentions.

notices exactly what goes on around

doctors must ne?cr betray their inten- 
tion, for then'thfe king offers such re- 
sistance and gets so furious that doc- 
tors and attendants have quickly to 
retire. But if he can be made to be- 
lieve that he can outwit his doctors 
and make fools of theca be does what 
is wanted. In order to get him into 
the carriage to take a drive the follow- 
ing maneuver is resorted to: The car- 
riage drives up to the gate of the gar- 
den and is apparently left alone there. 
As soon as the king thinks he is not 
watched he jumps into the carriage 
and calls for the coachman Without be- 
ing In the least astonished at seeing 
his doctor follow bim into It.

A CUP DEFENDER'S RIGGING? 


Hope* and Ca»v»« Teitcd at tlie teae« 
•ucbu**itt» IntstitntQ of TecUoologry. 


T^ie Accurate measurement of the 


strength of tbe various materials used 
In the everyday vrovk of the world has 
become- an important feature of tae 
jcuiiae of technical sehoels. Ordinarl-' 
ly such tests have only a commercial 
significance, but the recent tests of the 
ropes of the New York Yacbt club's 
cup defender, Constitution, and the 
canvas of Mr. Thomas W, Lawson's 
Independence which have been recent- 
ly inaile in the engineering iaborator" 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology will in a measure help to decide 
whether tbe American yachtsmen are 
to re-lain the cnp or see it carried off 
by their English cousins. 


Tests of cloth and small cords are 


made in a small machine which will 
carry a weight of 1,200 pounds. The 
ends of a strip of canvas, for example, 
are firmly Used In steel jaws, which 
are suspended in a vertical frame be- 
tween a lower and an upper Look. 
When tbe power is thrown on the ma- 
chine, the lower hook is drawn lower 
by means of a screw worm, giving a 
pull on tho cloth amounting to a con- 
stantly increasing load which is meas- 
ured in pounds by an arrangement like 
that of the platform scales used for 
weighing coal and hay. The weight is 
Increased until the strip of cloth gives 
way, arid from the record of the last 
measurement the strength of the whole 
width of the cloth is computed. 


A similar but more powerful ma- 


chine, with the scales attached to the 
bottom instead of the top, will carry a 
weight of about 25,000 pounds and is 
used for breaking rope up to an inch ia 
diameter. For larger rope a mammoth 
hydraulic testing machine is used, ex- 
erting, by means of oil pumped through 
pipes, cither a crushing or a pulling 
strength of 100,000 pounds. A ravel- 
ins from th® canvas of tbe main sheet 
of the Independence is so strong that 
It is practically impossible to break it 
with the b-jre hands. Tied in a bow- 
line and tented with two lead pencils 
on a proper fulcrum, one of the pencils 
was broken short off with only a small 
leverage.

York city. Archbishop dbrrigan said 
in part: 


"On account of tbe magnificent gift 


of Mr. Carnegie the subject of libraries 
is receiving great attention, and it now 
suggests &. problem- A policy has not 
been ' ^sulated, but it indirectly fol- 
lows i.t,ai tne action of the board 
of estimate in giving a bulk sum tj the 
Brooklyn Public library and in affiliat- 
ing the other libraries with it that the 
same policy may be pursued with ref- 
erence to Manhattan and tbe Bronx. 
If they are to be simply absorbed, it 
will do a great deal of barm to some 
libraries, as in o_r case. 


"Cur library is a part of the cathe- 


dral. It is church property, partly sup- 
ported from bequests made with the 
condition that it should remain under 
the control of tfce cathedral. If the 
public library be given entire charge, 
we will lose not only tbe control of 
books, but tbe administration of the 
library. 
W«i will lose independence, 


we will have no voice in the future, 
because the public library is a private 
corporation. As the public library is 
not amenable to the city it would 
therefore be a great calamity. 


"It is very disagreeable and odious 


and, in a certain sense, painful to me 
to allude to other libraries, but their 
books- deal a great deal in socialism. 
Books attacking our fafth and princi- 
ples are many. TTe find a number of 
books, such as 'Tbe True Life of Wil- 
liam Penn' and 'Political Growth of 
the Nineteenth Century,' full of in- 
sults to our faith. If we are swallow- 
ed up, we could not prevent these 
booiX*being spread at large through 
our library. We could not avoid cir- 
culating books we think opposed to 
history. 


"In all the libraries there is a lamen- 


table dearth of books giving our point 
of view on burning questions of the 
day. This is important when we realize 
that we number one-half, possibly more 
than, one-half, of tbe population of New 
York city. We certainly would like to 
have some voice in this. If the present 
law is retained, we will be thankful, or 
if there be a federation of the libraries 
like the states of the Union, all retain- 
ing equal rights, or if there be consoli- 
dation, with responsibility to the. city, 
we will be grateful. 


"We ask no favors; all vre want is 


fair play, but it would be unfortunate 
to us and very sad if -we, one-half of 
tbe people of the city, paying our taxes, 
were made to suffer. We ought to have 
three or four distributing centers. 
I 


think we are entitled to that represen- 
tation."

ders," says Harry Sutherland in Ainslee's, 
"besides those that annoy the housewife 
with their webs stuck up in the corners 
of tie rooms and m the windows when 
she has been toe busy with the sewing 
to look after the house much, but every 
kiad is an appetite on eight legs &nd thor- 
oughly convinced that nobody can be 
strong and hearty that lives on vegeta- 
bles. They all spin, more or less, whence 
their name, which is a contraction of 
spinder, or spinner. Also, they bite, and 
if you listen to all the fool stories that are 
told when a spider bites you, yon will 
save time by sending for the lawyer to 
make your will and telegraph for the boys 
to come home at once if they want to see 
you alive. 


"But I will tell you, as between edu- 


cated people that know a thing or two 
and do not get scared over every little 
trifle, that a spider's bite ia no worse than 
c mosquito's—not so bad, in fact.
